Applicant respectfully request that the above-referenced application be recognized as 
having been complete when filed on November 2, 2001. A Notice of Incomplete Non-Provisional 
Application was mailed from the U.S. Patent Office regarding this application on March 11, 2002, 
and a copy of the Notice is enclosed. Applicants contend that all pages were in fact deposited in the 
U.S. Patent Office with the non-provisional application papers per option I of the Notice of 
Incomplete Non-Provisional Application (see paragraph at the bottom of page 1).

Documents establishing that the application was complete when filed are attached 
herewith, and are outline below. As an initial matter, Applicant note that the above-referenced 
application was filed on November 2, 2001. Applicants and the receiving branch are aware of the 
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difficulties caused by the tragedy of September 1 1 th , and believe that the ensuing re-routing and 
treatment of potential anthrax-exposed mail may have resulted in the loss of the missing pages from 
the U.S. Patent Office files.
